The walls of the chambers, and 
in some cases the ceilings, are co 
ered with decorations showing mer 
and animals, gods and goddesses 

Figures were often outlined or 
engraved, sculptured in a slightly 
raised relief, or sunken. Usually 
the decoration was painted in bril 
liant coloring. Often, above and be 
low the rows or groups of figures 
are beautiful borders. Inscriptions 
in hierog!yphics add to the richness 
of the pattern 

The Egyptian artist had to fol- 
low strict rules prescribed by rel- 
igious authority Everything is 
painted flat, No modeling is at- 
tempted; no light and shade shown 
the backgrounds hold no suggestion 
of the laws of perspective. The 
figures are always intentionally out 
af drawing, with faces, legs and feet 
in profile, and shoulders and bodies 
turned full-front, This distortion is 
all the more marked because the 
eye shown in the profile is always 
the eve as it would appear in a 
full view of the face. The feet are 
always flat to the ground 

The idea that life would go on 
forever crept into the Egyptians 
work even when the artist had no 
thought of portraying anything rel 
igious, The keynote of their art is 
a quietness, a waiting. In portraits 
and statues, their kings and queens 
are often shown seated, knees to- 
gether, feet together, eyes looking 
calmly out, the face in complete re- 
pose. If the figure is standing, it 
is pulled out to an abnormal length 
and has the samc movelessness of 
spirit. Egyptian art, alone in the 
world, is intensely still 

Wandering about the Egyptian 
rooms of the Metropolitan Museum 
in New York, you can more than 
glimpse the life and art of ancient 
Egypt. You can stand within a 
tem b-chamber with rows upon 
rows of painted scenes around you 
and feel yourself in the presence of 
Egyptian men and women = wh¢ 
came to lay gifts upon the offer 
ing-table before those painted false 
doors, from which the spirit of the 
departed might come forth at wv 
You can even see how the ar 
worked, for on the walls there are 
unfinished bits — figures simp! 
outlined in paint, but not yet cut 
in relief or colored 


These wall-paintings, the designs 
on mummy-cases furniture and 
chests, and the exquisite jewelry 
of kings and queens are proof 
enou of the Egyptians’ love of 
color and their artists’ skill in using 
it. And, as for their knowlec 
nature, their unsurpassed drawings 
of birds and their expressive stud 
ies of animals cannot fail to make 
us feel how true and sympathetic 
their version must have been

She 
has never heard of such a thing 
Yet approximately 85 per cent o 
the persons have a factor in thei 
blood which is called an RH factor 
named from the rhesus monkey 
upon whom the blood evaluation 
work was done. These persons are 
called RH positives and those whx« 
are without the factor are called 
RH negative 

It has been ascertained that if 
the father of the babe is an RH 
positive and the mother an RH 
negative the baby may be adverse- 
ly affected by this antagonism. No 
other combination of RH factors 
is menacing to the offspring. Just 
this one 

During the mother’s pregnancy— 
especially the third and subseq- 
uent pregnancies—her blood be 
gins to manufacture anti-bodies to 
fight against the antagonistic blood 
of her offspring 

When the baby comes into the 
world he may be highly anemic, or 
suffer from noticeable jaundice or 
have a clumping of the blood 
which may be fatal. This last i 
due to the influence of the mo- 
ther’s blood upon his, just as there 
is apt to be blood clumping ‘in 
blood transfusions when the ‘two 
types of blood are not matched 

Now that there is an awareness 
of the nature of these post-natal 
ailments, the doctor in charge is 
prepared to deal with them affect- 
ively, During the latter part of the 
mother’s pregnancy she is requir- 
ed to have blood tests made about 
every six weeks, if she happens to 
be negative with a positive hus- 
band. Then if antibodies are devel 
oping the obstetrician may be 
compelled to choose between 
bringing the baby early, before too 
much damage is done, or to give 
him a complete change of blood 
shortly after birth 

Strangely enough, even RH neg 
ative mothers with RH _ positive 
husbands do not always bear 
babies showing any signs of their 
antagonistic bloods. But since the 
factor has been discovered babies 
no longer need die of mysterious 
ailments for which there is now a 
test for recognition of the danger
